WEATHER FOSECASTING 
IN CANADA 

Agriclture is more dependent upon 
the weather than any other industry, 
With respect to agriculture particu- 
larly, the impact of variation in the 
weather is felt most severely in areas 
where the factors limiting production 
rainfall and temperature for example, 
vary widely from the average. ‘This 
ig the case in Alberta where com- 
binations of extreme weather are not 
inirequently experienced, For that 
reason we are interested in progress 
being made {n long time forecasting. 
However, we cannot look for anything 
better than a 48-hour forecast for 
several years at least. 

The weather forecaster is not satis- 
fied either but he is doing what he 
can about the situation. His progress 
is hampered by the fact that there is 
a “blind spot” in the Artic, where 
only six weather stations cover half 
a million square miles. In order to 
forecast our weather he needs _ to 
know what is happening up there, To 
illustrate an equivalent area in Can- 
ada and the United States is served by 
164 stations, while the reports of 750 
stations in the two countries are . sed 
in compiling the forecasts available at 
present, 

In the meantime, Canada’s four mil- 
lion a year weather man is giving very 
good service, His forecast is for 
twice as long as it was before the 
war; she ties the weather down to 
more specific areas and nine times 
out of ten he is right in most things, 

Canada’s public weather service has 
taken a great leap ahead from the 
pre-war days. Then, two offices 
served the country; one in Vancouver 
for British Calumbia and the other 
in Toronto for the rest of Canada, 
employing a total of five chief 
meteorologists. Today there are sev- 
en main offices across the dominion 
serving 198 regions, giving 400 fore. 
casts a day and employing 45 
meteorologists
